In a landmark decision, the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board (IPCB) has upheld a 
ruling by the Lake County Board prohibiting 
expansion of the Antioch landfill site. . 

The decision marks the firsttime that the 
IPCB has upheld a local ruling denying siting 
since the passage of Public Act 82-682 which 
allows for local review! 

The IPCB found the county's decision was 
consistent with the evidencie presented in the 
"^case and rcaffirmedita -recent decision to- 
_ refuse to consider technical evidence during 
review. 

The board specifically stated that the need 
presented by Waste Management witnesses 



was based on general land use planning 
studies which were rebuted by the exhibits 
and testimony of Al Little of the Village of 
Antioch*s landfill investigation committee. 
' Little's comment that waste volumn could 
be adequately handled by the existing two 
permitted sites for 10-11 years, which went 
unrebutted, was "a major factor in the 
decisioii. ^ 

The IPCB noted that elaborate exhibits by 
Waste Managment were limited, to an area 
within 500 feet of the perimeter of the 
-proposed site,. which the.board, viewed as an 
unreasonable limitation. It also took into con- 
sideration testimony by Mayor Rliymond 
Toft concerning the neamesss of adjacent 
subdivisions and the town center and ^le 
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entire year 




inhibiting effect of the proposed site on 
growth of the community. 

The IPCB adopted the argument of the 
village that the favorable report (oh the site) 
by the staff of the Lake County Dept. of Plan- 
ning, Zoning and Environmental Quality was 
based on a.misconception that the damage or 
impact to the surrounding area had already 
occurred through the location of the existing, 
landfill site and could not be repaired. 

The -board noted that expansion of a land- 
fill site must be considered in the same light 
as a new site and that companies such as 
Waste Management could not be allowed to 
string together additional sites -merely 
because of the existence of an adjoining land- 
fill. 

The testimony of local citizens, the mayor 
and real estate broker Michael Warren, was 
also held to be persuasive as to the effect of 
the site on surrounding properties and the 
chilling effect on potential development. 

Waste Management can appeal the 
decision to the appellate court within 35 days. 



Little, who had been active with thelandf ill 
committee and in organizing testimony for 
the hearings, said the the board was im- 
pressed with the local control issue, which 
was the intent of the new la\y. 

"They took the position that the new law 
was passed to provide local input and the 
testimony of homeowners in the area and 
citizen input wa& not taken lightly," said 
Little

According to Dan DeFosse, there has been 
a true need demonstrated for an organized 
community-help, self-help program in the 
area.

In the past', DeFosse, operating under the 
guise of Windgate the Elf, has been busy an- 
swering letters to Santa Claus, addressed to 
Santa at his summer home in Antioch. 
-"This year," said DeFosse, "there were 
not nearly as many letters. I think a lot of 
kids realize that there is a recession and are 
hesitant to ask for anything. Kids seem to un- 
derstand what's going on before the rest of 
us," he explained. 

Windgate and his elf volunteers turned 
some of thehr attentions to the needy in the 
Antioch area and eventually beyond. The 
timing was perfect for DeFosse, coming on 
the heels of a defeat in his bid for election to

the U.S. Congress and coupled with the fact 
that he is unemployed. 

Volunteers ~helped~gather~materials-f or 
and deliver baskets to the needy. \ 
. As & result of the work with the needy oyer 
the holidays, the volunteers realized the need^ 
for a year-round program to help the needy. 

"I kind of think that we should take Mr. 
Reagan up on what he's promoting and set up 
a community help program," said DeFosse. 
..Under consideration is a clothing exchange 
store for the needy, but the group is still in 
need of a donated storefront if the.project is 
to be successful. 

"Contrary to what many people think, 
these people are not having a good time 
living on welfare and taking advantage of the 
system,"' said DeFosse. "Nmety-nine per- 
cent of them pay their rent and utilities and 
that's it. . 

"It's time for the community to take the 
bull by the horns. If we don't handle the 
problems now, they're going to create other 
problen\s later on. We've got to get the com- 
munity to help itself through this rough 
period," said DeFosse. -"We're starting to .. 
come apart at the seams." 

DeFosse said that clothing donors have 
been lined up as \^ell as volunteers to clean, 
sew, and repair donated items and watch the 
storefront. Smaller cash donors are also 
availableto fund smTaller necessities. "But 
we need someone to donate a storefront so we 
can get a pilot program going. We have a pile 
of them in Antioch, but everyone is waiting 
for the great white hope," said DeFosse. 

DeFosse said ^hat the volunteer 
organization would also be able to help better 
coordinate efforts for the needy.

the fact that a high mound such as the land- 
fill would provide, would be damaging to the 
surrounding resort community." 

Marilyn ShineflUg, also very active in the 
landfill review process, called the decision a 
"significant victory." 

"It's easier to go to the appellate court 
with two victories behind us," she added. 
— All"oMhe main forces behind the landfill 
siting opposition pointed toward the village's 
jKirly and organized opposition as a key i^_ 
defeating the site application'. ' ~ 

"Ray (Toft) appointed a committee early 
and they did their homework. That was im- 
portant in this very hot issue," said Village 
Trustee Bill Seemann. 

"We had a lot of people who came here to 
give us information and background on land- 
fills who didn't every testify. It was quite a 
learning experience," added Toft. 

"In the 10 years I've served the village, 



^ 



this effort has been the toughest, most time 
consuming, yet rewarding experience I've 
encountered. Never before have I seen such 
an outpouring of community involvement 
and concern," said Seemann. 

The village now faces three more hurdles 
in its continuing landfill saga. First will be an 
appeal of the IPCB decision by Waste 
Management to the appellate court. Second 
will be a new opposition to a height variance 
applied for by Waste Management on the 
existing site, and third will be the monitoring 
" of the existing landfill site foi-ever. , 

All will be costly. Village attorneys fees 
have already reached $100,000, Toft 
estimated, "and the attorneys haven't been 
paid. We're accepting donations," he added. 

Fighting the appeal and the variance ap- 
plication will add to that figure and Toft 
estimated that monitoring of the site to 
prevent future pollution will cost an 
estimated $10,000 to $30,000 annually .

I have been receiving the 
"Antioch News! 'for several 
years and"Have~silently^n~ 
du red the opinions pf Gloria 
Davis. Her Dec. 6 editorial, 
however, which attacked 
children with handicaps 
could not be read without 
protest. 

I have worked directly 
with people who are men- 
tally retarded, mentally ill 
and disabled, and am quite 
knowledgeable about the 
laws and regulations that 
guarantee them equal op- 
portunities. I can assure you 
that the Dec. 6 editorial was 
filled with inaccurate in- 
formation and poor assump- 
tions. 

Public Law .94-142, the 
Education for All Han- 
dicapped Children Act of. 
1975, is a voluntary 
educational program under 
which federal funds are 
"Tproyided.. Together with Sec- 
tion 504 of the Rehabilitation 
Act of 1973, a mandatory 
civil rights statute, it means 
that a free and appropriate 
public education must be 
provided to each han- 
dicapped child and youth. 

Congress recognized that 
the purpose of education is to 
assist people in reaching, 
their fullest potential. 

Everyone, regardless of 
their disability, has the 
potential to learn, grow and 
develop. This act did not 
require that elevators be 
built in every school, but' 
rather that schools be ac- 
cessible to everyone. " In 
some schools this meant that 
ramps replaced steps, or 
that classes were shifted to 
different floors. In schools 
where elevators were built, 
that expense was clearly less 
than the expense to society 
of life-long dependence. 

Ms. Davis referred to the 
less expensive method that 
was . used to help "in- 
capacitated students". That 
method, for most capable 
students who happened to 



have a disability, was. to 
deny them any educational 
opportunities. 

~^The~ openlng^ — o( — ^the- 
educational system to people 
with disabilities has resulted 
in higher employment rates 
for these people and less 
dependence on society. 
About 90 percent of the 
people who are classif liBd as 
mentally retarded are only 
mildly mentally retarded, 
and thus with assistance are 
able to hold jobs, live in- 
depentty and pay taxes. 

Segregating people with 
disabilities fosters ignorance 
and narrow attitudes and ex- 
cludes these people from the 
mainstream of society. 
People with disabilities have 
a right to live normal lives, 
and that includes attending 
school with other people. 

One should remember that 
educational opportunities 
were once denfed to women. 
It was believed that females 
did not have the capacity to 
learn and that education 
would, interfere with their 
ability to bear chil4ren. This 
assumption has clearly been 
proven wrong and history 
has recorded the many con- 
tributions women have made 
to our society. 

The assumption that 
people with disabilities do 
not contribute to society is 
equally as wrong. Albert 
Einstein had a learning 
disability, yet contributed 
greatly to our knowledge of 
physics. 

Helen Keller wasi blind and 
deaf, yet her great 
achievements are respected 
by all. People with 
disabilities contribute as 
much to society as those who 
are able-bodied, if presented 
with the same opportunities. 

We all coi|[tribute to 
society in varying ways and 
whether it is through 
achievements in science, 
courage or love of people 
makes it no less of a con- 
tribution.
